As you know,
local municipal elections have been held, the 1294/Plainfield
security/sound wall has been installed, the electrical aggre-
gation program is on-track, and there are some pest-y pot-
holes on Wolf Road. By the way, vehicle sticker sales will
begin this year on May 15th (insert). Here are some details.

Election 2013

IHP voters went to the polls and cast their ballots for
candidates for positions on school boards, park districts,
and our local municipal government. This year, there were
six candidates for the three Village Trustee positions up for
election, namely Brenda O’Laughlin, Tom Hinshaw, Amy Wit-
tenberg, Deb Anselmo, Anne Bermier, and Dennis Schermer-
horn. The results showed that the IHP electors had selected
O’Laughlin, Hinshaw and Wittenberg as new trustees on
the Village Board. Congratulations to all of our local winners
and those throughout our area as well as a sincere thank
you to all who voted. Moreover, a special thank you to our
out-going trustees — Anselmo, Bermier, and Schermerhorn
- for their years of dedicated and tireless hard work on behalf
of all IHP residents. Indian Head Park is a better community
today because of their involvement and desire to do the right
thing for everyone. No matter your viewpoint or candidate of
choice in this last election, these three individuals served our
Village well and deserve our sincerest thanks and deepest
appreciation for that service. We wish Debbie, Anne, and
Dennis well in the future and ask them to stay close and in-
volved.

Administration Message

1294/Plainfield Sound wall

As previously announced, the Village Board was able to
reach an agreement with the lllinois Tollway Authority to ex-
tend the security/sound wall along 1294 at Plainfield Road.
If you do not live in that area of our Village, or had not no-
ticed, the installation work is almost complete. Work on the
$350,000 project began near the end of March with the instal-
lation of additional panels of sound wall, including “cut-outs”
[my term] for the openings in the supports for the Plainfield
Road overpass. The new wall extends along the ramp to the
Hinsdale oasis on the toll road along Flagg Creek. Hopefully,
the new sound wall will bring a noticeable reduction to the
road noise levels for the residents who live in that area.

Electrical Aggregation

By now, IHP residents should have received a letter from
ComEd entitled “Electric Supplier Choice Confirmation”. This
letter advises our residents who were eligible for the IHP elec-
tric aggregation program and who did not “opt-out” that their
electric supplier of choice will be changed with Constellation
Energy within two business days of May 9, 2013. Further-
more, the letter advises residents that they had until April 22nd
to cancel this enroliment by contacting Constellation Energy
at 877-997-9995 or ComEd. If you did not get this letter and
believe you should have, please contact ComEd and also let
the Village know.

Note, only residential accounts who were not already with
an alternate energy supplier or who had not opted out of the
aggregation program would have been sent this letter. The
ComEd letter alludes to an early termination fee being pos-
sible. However, the IHP agreement Constellation Energy pro-
vides that there will be no early termination fee for those who
did not opt-out but cancel their agreement during the initial
one-year term. For your information, about 4.5% of our resi-
dential accounts opted to get out of the aggregation program.
It is my understanding that this is less than would otherwise
be expected and indicates strong support for the program
from our residents. Please Note, ComEd will still deliver the
electricity to us and should be contacted in the first instance
concerning power outages, metering, moving, or billing ques-
tions. The new rate to be charged for the electricity used by
IHP residents after the cut-over date of about May 9th will be
4.899 cents/kwh. See our website and the information previ-
ously sent to you for more details about this program.

Wolf Road potholes

If you have driven on Wolf Road at any time since mid-
March, you certainly have seen (and tried to avoid) the pot-
holes and deteriorated road surface on southbound Wolf Road
between Plainfield and Joliet Road near the Acacia north en-
trance. In case you did not know, Wolf Road is a Cook County
highway that we do not own, control, or have authority to re-
pair. However, we contacted the County and with the help
of Cook County Commissioner Liz Gorman and the County
Highway department, the potholes were filled with some cold
patch. This is typically a temporary fix. However, the weather
has been too cold (and rainy) for a more permanent fix at this
time. We will monitor the situation and seek more lasting re-
pairs in the future as the cold-patch is starting to deteriorate
again. Thank you for your patience in this regard.

Finally, our hearts, thoughts, and prayers go out to the peo-
ple of Boston and especially to the victims and their families
affected by the bombing that took place during the Boston
marathon on April 15th. As always, we extend our thanks
again to the first responders to this senseless horrific tragedy.
We are grateful for the capture/removal from the streets of
those apparently responsible.

I urge all of our IHP residents to remember those touched
by this calamity and help however possible!
